years since we

me ~~, Of the late Mr. 
_ OG'S unsatisfactory book on the sub- 
leet of his great discovery of the remains 
of the Temple of Diana at Ephesus. The 
sory was one of remarkable enterprise, 








courage, and perseverance under repeated 
difficulties and disappointments, though, 
as we observed at the time, six years of 
the search was labour wasted in conse- 
quence of ignoring already existing 
information and looking for the site in 
a neighbourhood in which it was highly 
improbable that it would be found. 
Guhl, in his “Ephesiaca,” though he 
was a mile out in his suggested site of the 
temple, had hit on the true position of 
the Magnesian gate, at the south-east 
angle of the city, and therefore it was 
clearly no use looking for the temple, 
which was known to have been connected 
with this gate by a colonnade, on the west 
side of the city. And Wood’s book, 
when it came out, was only a rather large 
book for popular reading, with a very bad 
restoration of the temple; not a treatise 
for scientific archwologists. In short, 
Wood was a worker, indefatigable and 
undaunted as such ; as the French archi- 
tects said of César Daly, he had “le 


diable au corps”; but he was not good 


at either logic or literary expression. 

The site of the Temple of Diana 
has been the property of the Trustees 
of the British Museum since the date 
of Wood’s first excavation in 1869, 
and from the autumn of 1904 to June, 
1905, the site was the subject of a further 
and most systematic investigation under 
the direction of Mr. Hogarth, with the 
assistance of Mr. Cecil Smith and others, 
and of Mr. A. E. Henderson as architect 
and draughtsman. The results of a 
portion of these explorations are now 
published in a volume of text* (accom- 
panied by an Atlas of plates) of a very 
different kind from Wood’s popular 
account, though naturally not so attrac- 
tive to the general reader ; it is less of a 
literary work than a record of facts. 

The practical difficulties in carrying 
on the recent excavations were very 
great. The site on which Wood had 
worked appears to have been completely 
overgrown again with thick vegetation, 
the clearance of which took a week’s 
work. This vegetation was largely 
rooted in mounds formed by the remains 
of Wood’s operations; between these 
were pools of water. After the clearance 
of the ground the sun dried off the water, 
but during the winter the water level 
on the site had risen again, and work on 
the level of the Croesus temple and below 
it, in the following March, could only be 
carried on with the aid of a powerful 
steam pump. Throughout the whole of 
the operations this diffieulty with water

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coming up to the surface kept recur- 
ring, and is again and again referred 
to; the site lying very low, and on ground 
naturally marshy. 

The Croesus temple, so called on 
account of the statement by Herodotus 
that most of the columns standing in his 
day were the gift of King Croesus of 
Lydia, is the large temple which was the 
last but one on the site, commenced in the 
VIth century B.c., though probably not 
entirely completed till about 430, and 
the immediate predecessor of the latest 
and celebrated temple. A great part of 
the recent explorations were devoted to 
the investigation of the remains of this 
archaic temple; the Atlas of plates, 
with the exception of the general plan, 
is entirely devoted to the illustration of 
details connected with it ; and the opera- 
tions described are classed under three 
heads: (1) the clearance of the Croesus 
platform; (2) the excavations beneath 
that platform; (3) explorations in the 
Precinct. The last temple and its 
rethains are to form the subject of a 
further volume. 

One of the most important results of 
Mr. Hogarth’s excavation has been the 
discovery of the indications of three 
temples or shrines (for the earlier ones 
can hardly be called temples) previous to 
the Croesus temple, which are distin- 
guished as A, B, and C; the Croesus 
temple being D. The earliest of these is 
the block which Wood regarded as the 
“altar” of the Hellenistic temple; a 
rather unhappy conjecture, since it is 
found almost in the centre of the 
temple, whereas one would expect to 
find the altar near to the inner or further 
extremity of the cella. The present 
explorers prefer to call this the “ Basis,” a 
non-committal term which answers to the 
situation, regarding it as the base of 
something. The earliest portion of this 
basis consisted of a retaining wall of 
blocks of green schist, worked only on the 
outer face, and left rough internally ; 
the interior filled in with fragments of 
yellow limestone, without which filling 
the retaining walls were not stable 
it must therefore have been intended 
from the first, and the filling put in as the 
exterior courses were laid. This looks 
like the erection, in a crude manner, of a 
pedestal to carry something ; the manner 
of building it is curiously like some of the 
crudities of mediwval building (e.g. the 
piers at Peterborough, filled in with 
rubble inside a masonry skin). The 
authors appear to take the view, which 
seems a probable one, that this was the 
foundation of an early shrine carrying a 
sacred image, and probably with a 
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temenos around it, of the walls of which 
some possible indications were discovered. 
The curious point is that, whereas Wood 
took this for the altar of the Hellenistic 
temple, the foundation blocks of the 
elevated platform for this temple had 
been carried right over the basis, three 
of them being found lying on it m situ, 
which had not been disturbed by Wood. 

The enlargements and additions which 

are regarded as Temple B cannot well 
be followed out apart from the plan ; 
but the conclusion, as summed up, 
is that in the period prior to the Croesus 
foundation “ a temple cella (C) of dimen- 
sions not greatly inferior to those of the 
Cresus and Hellenistic temples was 
evolved by degrees from a small and 
possibly roofed statue basis with plat- 
form or altar to the west of it, standing in 
the open within a walled Temenos.” 
The remains of these various erections 
are plotted out and distinguished by 
variations in shading, in the large-scale 
plan which forms the second plate in 
the Atlas. Of details of the Temple C 
we do not gather that there are any 
remains, only indications of the position 
of the walls, from which it would appear 
that it had assumed the regular parallelo- 
gram form of a temple with a cella; 
and as suggested in the book, was prob- 
ably columnar, at least in its facade. 
On the plan it lies nearly parallel within 
the space occupied by the Croesus temple 
walls, only nearer to the western than the 
eastern end. 
* Fragmentary as the evidences are, 
there seems every reason to accept the 
conclusion come to in the book, that 
before the large VIth century temple 
was built there was a smaller temple 
on the site “ which had the proper pro- 
portionate dimensions and form of a 
Hellenic temple in antis, entered prob- 
bably from the west end, like its suc- 
cessors. It was in fact the 
temple remembered by later tradition as 
the original Artemisiun, because it was 
the first of a definite Hellenic order of 
architecture and of the later Temple 
form.” 

That very few fragments should be left 
of the VIth ¢entury temple is of course 
only what was to be expected, considering 
that it was probably burned, and in any 
case must have been demolished to make 
way for the Hellenistic temple erected 
in the [Vth century. That there should 
be such meagre remains of this last 
temple can of course only be attributed 
to wilful spoliation and removal of the 
materials ; it was far too vast and solid 
an edifice to have been obliterated by 
time and weather ; apart from destructive 
pillage, there was every reason why there 
should to this day be as much remaining 
of it as, for instance, of the Pestum 
temples. What may have become of 
it is suggested by Mr. Hogarth in mention- 
ing the. known fact that in the time of 
Justinian, and at his instance, a great 
Byzantine cathedral, St. John Theologus, 
was built on the hill of Ayassoluk near 
the site of the Artemision. Here was an 
only too probable motive for quarrying 
among the remains of the adjacent 
Hellenic temple. “ If,’ says Mr. 
Hogarth, “the church of St. John 
is ever excavated, more fragments 
of the Artemision will probably be found 
in its ruins than have ever come to 
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light on the site of the Temple itself.” 

ere, then, is a great piece of work for 
the recently formed Byzantine Research 
Fund to undertake. It would not 
in one sense be Byzantine research, for 
it would be research Byzantine 
ruins for remains of Hellenic work. 
But if the tion of the disappear- 
ance of the Artemision, here , 
be the true one, it may be doubted

In spite, however, of the very frag- 
mentary character of the remains whic 
can be identified as belonging to the 
Vith century temple, a restoration of it 
has been carried out by Mr. Henderson 
with a considerable degree of probability, 
and forms our principal illustration 
in the present issue. Most of the frag- 
ments on which this is based are now to 
be seen in the British Museum. Wood 
made no attempt to do anything with 
them, but sent them to the Museum, 
where Dr. Murray occupied himself in 
piecing them together. The two capitalr, 
with their enormous volutes, which are 
seen in Mr. Henderson’s drawing, are 
to be seen in the round in the British 
Museum, the restored models including 
in their structure the original fragments 
from which they were made out, and 
which it will be seen leave little room for 
doubt as to the main lines of column and 
capital. There are various fragments 
of base mouldings and columns, there 
is the section of the cymatium, and that 
of the exceptionally deep architrave. 
There is, it will be seen, no frieze on 
the end facade. According to Dr. 
Murray’s conjectural restoration, which 
receives some support from fragmerts 
exhitited in the Museum, somethin 
like the effect of a frieze was supplie 
on the flanks by sculptured figure 
subjects on the broad surface of the 
cymatium, between the lion  spout- 
heads. 

To get rid of the bad effect of the 
large cymatium standing above the roof 
on the raking cornice Mr. Henderson 
has imagined it returned horizontally 
till it nearly met the slope of the roof. 
This is purely conjectural, but it is a good 
conjecture. Another very one (and 
not improbable) is the dispesition of 
the two forms of capital. These two 
capitals are to be seen in the two resto- 
rations at the muséum, but how many 
there were of each design there is no 
knowing. Mr. Henderson’s idea, it will 
be seen, has been to put the more deco- 
rative capital on the columns in front of 
the cella, and the plainer one on those 
which form the terminations of the 
peristylar colonnades. This is at all 
events a very happy conjecture. In 
regard to these immense Ionic capitals it 
is worth while to note that the face line of 
the volutes is slightly inclined outwards, 
so as to modify the effect of foreshortening 
of the curve as seen from below.

plain at once. So on Plate II., the 
different walls might easily have been 
labelled “* pens C,” “ Croesus temple,” 
etc., instead of leaving the reader to worry 
it out for himself with no assistance 
either from text or notes. The “ distinc- 
tive shadings” are not as distinctive as 
they should have been, and the key 
patches of them are too small to be easily 
identified. Where there are so many 
riods to be represented on one plan, 

the only really effective way to do it 
is by colour; though this, of course, is 
much more costly in execution. Then 
the figured measurements do not accord 
with the scale. On an empty space on 
Plate II. we find three measurements 
written one above the other— 

48°68 centre to centre. 

46°67 wall to wall, 

46°615 plinth to plinth. 

There is nothing to indicate what 
walls these refer to; they are dumped 
down in the middle of the plate and we 
are left to find out. The figures given 
do not accord with any measurement to 
scale on the plate; but after trying 
several ways we at length made out that 
they were intended for the measurements 
between the cross walls of the cella of 
the Croesus temple. The measurement 
by scale between the centres of the walls 
is 49°50 métres (nearly); the figures 
are 48°68; a considerable discrepancy 
in a large-seale plan. We presume the 
figures are right, and the discrepancy 
emphasises what we observed a few weeks 
ago as to the importance of figured 
measurements on plans of this kind ; 
but the drawing out to scale should 
certainly have been closer to the figuring. 
But the real complaint is that the plans 
are not made as intelligible as they 
might easily have been made by a little 
additional lettering on them. We see 
ho reason why archwological plans should 
be made into puzzles to exercise the 
ingenuity and patience of the reader.

: is By-law, however, provides that,

et 7 “ members who choose to 
may be dem i 

proposed pater rca gae in respect of any 
Section of the members, not content 
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have carried out a policy of demanding 
the ballot for every Fellow proposed, 
and blackballing them all (one negative 
vote in four counts in this case), not 
because they were unfit persons, but 
on the plea that if Associates may not 
enter without an examination no one else 
shall. As to the results of this it is 
sufficient (without mentioning names) 
to mention the case of one architect 
who had been trained in the Ecole des 
Beaux-Arts—a much more drastic train- 
ing than any that exists in England— 
and who is the architect of two of the 
most important recent buildings in 
London, which have been almost uni- 
versally admired. He is probably a 
much better man than many of those who, 
on what they choose to call a principle, 
have thus prevented his election. The 
Council, under these circumstances, pro- 
pose to suspend the portion of the By-law 
which renders these tactics possible. We 
consider they are perfectly right to 
take steps to put a stop to a mode of 
action which is injurious: to the best 
interests of the Institute, and is in itself 
exceedingly selfish and narrow-minded. 
As apmirrep by Sir Herbert 
Jekyll in the Report of the 
London Traffic Branch of the 
Board of Trade, nothing has occurred 
during the last three years to weaken the 
unanimous recommendation of the Royal 
Commission that a central traffic board 
should be created. Notwithstandin 
sporadic street improvements aaa 
improved and increased means of loco- 
motion, the general situation remains 
practically as it was in 1905. Therefore 
we are particularly glad to find Sir 
Herbert Jekyll is of opinion that there 
would be obvious advantages in entrusting 
the whole problem to a permanent body 
familiar with all its details and aspects, 
and capable of giving continuous attention 
to these. It would be still more gratifying 
to learn that similar views are entertained 
by the Government.

Traffic. 


THE writer of an editorial 
note in a recent issue of 
Concrete -and Constructional 
Engineering seems to be rather distressed 
about the disfavour with which cinder 
concrete is regarded in Germany, and 
particularly concerning the ministerial 
order (mentioned in our “ Note” of 
April 18) forbidding the use of coal 
residues as aggregate for reinforced 
concrete and for concrete which may 
come in contact with structural iron or 
steel. In seeking to minimise the force 
of this prohibition he suggests that the 
word kohlenschlacke means a local variety 
of coal residue containing a considerable 
amount of sulphur and having the 
faults common to pan breeze in this 
country. This is quite wrong, for the 
general term kohlenschlacke (literally 
‘coal cinders”) covers all residues of 
every kind of coal. “Clean coke 
breeze,” the use of which our contempo- 
rary defends, is the most combustible 
variety of coke residues, and therefore the 
least desirable for fire-resisting concrete. 
But in consequence of its value to the 
roducers as fuel this quality of coke 
is scarcely obtainable in the present day, 
and builders are almost universally

© await the result of the new Charter, 
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—or the material collected from the ash 
pans of.coke ovens. Apart from any 
question of calorific value, an insuper- 
able objection to all coal residues is the 
presence. of sulphur, which exercises a 
deleterious influence on cement and 
embedded steel, and so justifies the 
embargo wisely placed upon the use of 
all coal cinders in reinforced concrete by 
various German authorities, and, we may 
add, by British architects and engineers 
who realise the importance of the 
question. 


Foundations ot LN the Proceedings of the 
yo American Society of Civil 
‘Engineers, Mr. Kennard 
Thomson gives a fully illustrated account 
of the pneumatic caisson foundations 
for the lofty structure now generally 
described as the Singer Tower—a struc- 
ture 60 ft. square, rising to the height of 
about 612 ft. above street level. The 
tower is supported by thirty-six columns 
resting on caissons carried down to solid 
rock. At first it was proposed that all 
the caissons of the new building should be 
stopped as soon as good hard-pan was 
reached, but after several had been 
sunk it was thought better to take those 
beneath the tower down to bed-rock. 
The question then arose as to what should 
be done in the case of one caisson already 
carried 7 ft. into hard-pan, and filled with 
concrete, and ultimately the contractors 
volunteered to tunnel beneath it so that 
the tower should be entirely founded on 
solid rock. The operation was a unique 
feature of the works described in this 
paper, which is interesting to those 
desiring general information and valuable 
to others more especially in search of 
practical and technical data. 





In the Report of a special 
Committee, on the status 
of the metric system in 
the United States, appointed by the 
American Society of Civil Engineers, 
it is stated that the system, as applied 
to weights, measures, and coinage, is the 
adopted standard for that country, 
although, of course, it is not compulsory. 
The Report to which we refer goes over 
the well-worn arguments for and against 
the metric system, and in the subsequent 
discussion adduces a series of strong 
arguments in favour of compulsory 
adoption. As in Great Britain, the chief 
difficulty in the United States appears to 
be the opposition of people who have 
not taken, and will not take, the trouble 
of answering their doubts by a few 
minutes of quiet and unprejudiced 
thought. The final recommendations of 
the Committee include the suggestion that 
Congress should assert its authority by 
demanding that after a period of five 
ears the International metric system 
shall be the only lawful standard 
throughout the United States and its 
possessions. The action here advocated 
is by no means in the nature of a new or 
untried experiment, for in the present 
day the only countries refusing to employ 
metric standards are Russia, the United 
States, Montenegro, and Great Britain. 
If our American cousins should decide 
upon the change there is little doubt 
that the commercial classes in this 
country would soon begin to agitate for

THE SMITHSON DRAWINGS AT 
THE INSTITUTE. 

To THE architect of the present day any 
sidelights which may be thrown on the pro- 
fessional practice of our forefathers by the 
examination of contemporary drawings can- 
not fail to be of interest ; such a collection, 
therefore, as that of the Smithson drawing, 
now being exhibited in the library of the 
Royal Institute of British Architects, must 
possess a peculiar fascination for the student 
of the art. In another part of this week's 
issue we print an abstract of a paper read 
before the Institute on Monday last by Mr. 
J. A. Goteh, dealing very fully with these 
drawings from the point of view of plav- 
development during the reigns of Elizabeth 
and James; in this short notice, therefor, 
we will confine ourselves to the drawings a 
drawi and as illustrating the practice of 
a period when the personal equation was fit 
making itself felt in architecture. Limits o! 
space preclude our mentioning every one of 
the ninety-nine sheets ; we can only point 
out these which more particularly caught 
our notice. “ The Platforme of my Lo: o 
Exeter’s honse at Wymbellton, 1609 (6).

jambs being omitted, perhaps for clearness’ 
sake. The scale is 5 ft. to the inch. On the 
back, we learn from the catalogue, is a note 
as follows :—

Another drawing on the same sheet is a side 
elevation of a bedstead, and also a sketch 
for a wood screen of a regular Jacobean type. 
“The Inner Courte of my lo. of Bedfordes at 
Twitnam ” (Twickenham) (48) is a pretty 
little drawing, showing the lay-out of the 
grounds. No 63 is an elevation to a large 
scale of a square bay-window of two stories, 
tinted, of ordinary Jacobean character. 
Among the most interesting things in the col- 
lection are Nos. 84, 85, and 86. The first 
is a large-scale detail of one bay of a Perpen- 
dicular screen or reredos, v: well drawn 
and shaded ; the curves are drawn in free- 
hand. No. 85 is done on parchment, and is 
entitled “ Platté of a Font.” It is more likely 
a canopied niche. No. 86 is a building of 
four stories, with turrets, of Perpendicular 
character. Were these drawings made by 
Smithson of examples existing in his time, 
or are they relics of. Gothic days ? 

Such a collection as this makes us realise 
that the gulf between the methods of Smithson 
and those of our own generation is not so 
very wide after all; those who have a warm 
comer in their hearts for the work of men 
long dead and gone will find themselves 
amply repaid by a more detailed examination

The Development of House Design in the Reign 
of Elizabeth and James. 

The President then called upon Mr. J. A. 
Gotch, F.S.A., to deliver a lecture on “ The 
Development of House Design in the Reign 
of Elizabeth and James,” as illustrated by 
contemporary architectural drawings, of 
which the following is a summary :— : 

Mr. Gotch explained that the subject of his 
paper had been suggested by the exhibition 
at the Institute last year of original drawings 
by Huntingdon Smithson, which had been 
kindly lend for the occasion by Colonel W. L. 
Coke, of Brookhill Hall, Alfreton. A notice 
of the drawings by Mr. Maurice B, Adams 
had ap at the time in the Institute 
Journal, and he (Mr. Gotch) had been asked 
to write this paper in order to describe them 
more fully and to compare them with the 
better-known drawings of Thorpe. Colonel

Smithson, as a number of them were so 
described in a hand rather later in date than 
the drawings themselves.

The 
exp ry ——— on drawings them- 
selves was nearly fin ene hand s:and in the 
same hand written against one of the drawings 
were the initials “ Jo. 8.”—* 8.” presumably 
for Smithson, “Jo.” for John. Robert 
Smithson and Huntingdon were known: 
but who was John? There was no 
answer to this question; but he was almost 
certain to be of the same family. Wollaton, 
where Robert was buried, is close to Notting- 
ham ; Bolsover is about twenty miles distant. 

Among the Smithson drawings are some of 
Bolsover ; some of Welbe2k and of Worksop, 
in the same district ; some of Clifton, close to 
Nottingham ; two of Wollaton ; some of other 
houses in Notti ire; and there is a 
plan of Nottingham Castle. It would seem, 
therefore, that the author of them did a con- 
siderable amount of work in that neighbour. 
hood. The drawings themselves are of 
—— degrees of excellence. Some are 
carefully executed, as though for publication ; 
others are roughly done, as though for prac- 
tical use. They comprise plans of houses and 
@ few elevations; plans and elevations of 
stables ; surveys of houses and of garden: ; 
details of doorways, windows, screens, 
chimney-pieces, and monuments, as well as 
drawings of panelling, of fittings and of a 
few implements. There -are ninety-nine 
sheets in all, and probably more than twice 
that number of drawings, since many of the 
mounts contain two or more. A few of 
Smithson’s drawings bear dates, ranging 
from 1599 to 1632. Some of John Thorpe's 
drawings are dated, the earliest 1570, the 
latest 1621. Hence Thorpe’s and Smithson’s 
drawings cover practically the whole of the 
reigns of Elizabeth and James, and furnish 
an invaluable series of examples showing the 
development of domestic architecture during 
that interesting period. 

The planning of houses built before the 
middle of the XVIth century was, as a rule, 


somewhat haphazard, subject always to the — 


old-established arrangement which made the 
hall the chief apartment, and placed it be- 
tween the family rooms at one end and the 
servants’ quarters at the other. But in large 
houses and in houses which had been 
extended, the additional accommodation had 
been provided in the manner which seemed 
at the moment the most convenient. There 
was but little endeavour to arrange the various 
rooms systematically, far less was there any 
real attempt at symmetry. As the influence 
of Italian design grew stronger, however, 
symmetry became more highly prized ; and 
by the end of the third quarter of the XVIth 
soraeee it had obtained a complete hold of 
English-designers, and dominated their plans 
in the most obvious and sometimes curious 
way. By the time that Thorpe began to 
i this change in ideas was virtually 
establi and accordingly we find that he 
made use of various types. But whatever 
type he adopted he always treated it symme- 
trically.. If the symmetry did not affect the 
whole design it affected its component parts, 
such as the various facades and the court- 
yard ; and as the years advanced the sym- 
metry hardened, ‘as it were ; so that the later 
examples are more rigidly dealt with than 
the earlier. This ing is apparent not 
only in the plans but in the elevations. The 
fanciful touches which gave so much charm 
to the earlier buildings were gradually with- 
held ; the treatment e more staid, the 
detail more rous. The change is 
noticeable in T *s own drawings, and is 
uite apparent in comparing his with 
Smithson 's

In Smithson’s drawings, on the whole, a 
later feeling is found both in the plans and 
ia the elevations and details, Looking -at 
txem broadly and in the mass, those built 
towards the close of James’s reign are 
distinctly different from those built in Eliza- 
both’s, The symmetry which dominated 
Taorpe’s plans is equally observable in 
Smi ’s, if anything it is more tyrannical. 
Smithson supplies us with several highly 
interesting examples of the lay-out of houses 
with reference Sh their Pras i 
f ature entirely lacking in Thorpe draw- 
iags. Smithson frequently indicates the 
position of the “ garden,” “orchard,” and 
“ woodyard’; in one or two instances he 
s10ws a fragment of a garden with its beds. 
Taorpe has a plan of Lord Exeter's house, 
bailt im 1588, called “ Wymlleton, An house 
standing on ye edg of an hie hill,” and he 
s10ws the two forecourts with their fine flights 
of steps leading down to the park. But 
Smithson’s survey shows the whole of the 
splendid gardens, with their formal walks 
and flights of steps, the “ banketing house,” 
the “ heges cut verie finely,” the “ orcharde 
with fraute treese and roses sett amongest 
them,” the “ lyme treese both for shade and 
sweetnes,” the “ walls sett with roses,” and 
“a great orchard with walkes nowe in plant- 
inge.” Some of the alleys are 660 ft. long, 
and the whole lay-out is devised on a 
magnificent scale. It brings home to us in 
a vivid way the fact that splendid formal 
gardening was understood long before the 
period with which we are accustomed 
chiefly to associate it, the time when 
the third William brought over his Dutch 
fashions. 

Smithson’s elevations are not so quaint 
and fanciful as Thorpe’s. It would almost 
sem as though the close study cf text-books 
had begun to stifle the imagination : of 
designers. Fancy of a sort he did occasion- 
ally introduce into his detail, but it is fancy 
of rather an elephantine order, He was not 
nearly so ingenious in house planning as 
Thorpe was. The study of Thorpe’s draw- 
ings is an intellectual treat. The study of 
Smithson’s is interesting in the highest 
degree, but the interest is of a different 
kind—as much archeological as architectural. 
There are more clues to the hi of in-. 
dividual buildings to be found in the Smithson 
collection than in that of Thorpe. They are 
both invaluable in their way, and they give 
an illuminating insight into the methods of 
design at a remarkable iod—remarkable 
not only because of the number and magnifi- 
ence of the buildings it produced, but 
also- because these buildings combined in 
themselves the old freedom of f 
with a new and serious effort at scienti 
planning.

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Chapel and King’s Co Chapel at Cam- 
vide. The power of the art of masonry 
in England was astonishing; the rapidity 
of its development up to the time of the 
Renaissance then its absolute decay ! 
Look at the masonry of the Elizabethan 
house! There was a complete hiatus, 
and one could not understand it. It 
seemed as though the skill which progressed 
from the simplest forms of bui to the 
sreatest, which produced the most wonderful 
forms, had become extinct. Why and how 
one could not tell ; but it went out of existence. 
During the period when the English spirit in 
masonry, with one or two ex ons, was 
an imitative art, almost a dead letter, there 
was a great development in English joinery 
and woodwork. If they watched the 
development _ of ish woodwork they 
would see that it followed the craftsmanship 
of stonework—was copied from the pre- 
dominant art of stonework up to the time 
stonework died, and then it went ahead ; 
and in the English gerntleman’s house, in the 
Elizabethan panelling, the furniture, the 
staircases, the ceili they saw that the 
vigour with which stonework developed was 
now associated with the development of 
woodwork and joinery. It was interesting 
to see the native current diverted from the one 
material to the other, for the main and living 
interest in Elizabethan work was the wood- 
work. The external work of the period 
was fanciful, but it was as amusing as the bad 
spelling ; but the woodwork did not die ; and, 
beginning with the narrow panel, Me, got the 
whole side of a room lied. ith the 
discovery of the mitre, they mitred by the 
gross, and the Elizabethan joiners revelled 
in it. 

Mr. E. T. Hall said that a plan of Slingsby

The Correspondence Classes, conducted 
by Messrs. Bartlett and Mead, had proved 
of great benefit to those students who had 
takerf advantage of them, and the Council, 
by offering prizes, hoped to attract many 
more such students and thus‘ encourage the 
teachers to persevere in the efforts they were 
making towards raising the standard of prac- 
tical knowledge ationg the junior members 
to a general high level. : 

The exhibition of students’ drawings sub- 
mitted in the various competitions in towns 
so wide apart as London, Cardiff, Birming- 
ham, Devonport, and Gloucester must 
necessarily have brought the educational 
work of the Society more prominently before 
practising architects in seas districts, and 
ought to mene to their ranks those who 
were in sympathy with their ral policy, 
directed, as it always had -olgyranet ay the 
raising of the ral level of professional 
morality and efficiency. 

As to the Registration Bill for architects, 
very little pro had been made. Mr: 
Atherly Jones, K.C., M.P., who had charge 
of the Bill in the House of Commons, was 
again unsuccessful in the ballot, therefore 
there was no opportunity of introducing the 
measure. But in the meantime the Council 
had, by meeting the objections raised by the 
Association of Municipal and County Engi- 
neers, secured their co-operation, without in 
any way sacrificing the principle of the Bill. 
Also it had succeeded in removing some 
objections raised by the Institution of Civil 
Engineers of Ireland. 

The movement for registration was initiated 
in response to the loud and persistent ery of 
a large number of provincial practitionérs, 
demanding instant action ; asking that some- 
thing should be dorie to provide proper and 
adequate facilities for professional training ; 
and also to remove the sense of hardship and 
injustice under which those were labouring 
who themselves had strenuously studied in 
ordet to become efficient in the art and 
practice of a noble and honourable calling, 
in having to re ast in an inappreciative 
market against others, of all sorts of trades, 
and professions, who chose to call themselves 
architects without having a single qualifica- 
tion to the title. 

But the evils of which they then com- 
plained had during the intervening twenty- 
two years been continuously growing, sup- 
ported in many cases by public authorities 
and without any serious attempt by united 
action to check them. Further, they had 
been to a great extent fostered by thought- 
less and incompetent members of the pro- 
fession—men, some of whom had served 
articles in good offices, but who during their 
are Bite presumably contented with 
the ordinary daily routine of the office, who 
never made any efforts to keep themselves 
in’ line with the continuous advance of 
scientific methods and the development of 
new requirements and materials, who were 
never earnest in their studies, who considered

reliance would have been developed, making 
of them efficient members of the profession. 

Then the great furnishing firms were 
encroaching upon the legitimate practice of 
the architect; with them architecture was 
quite a secondary consideration, their main 
object being to provide a suitable setting for 
their wares. 

This unfair competition affected more or 
less the practice. of every architcet, and, as 
their art demanded of its disciple a whole- 
souled devotion of his best thoughts and 
fullest energies for its due and proper per- 
formance, every reasonable person must 
aimit that both as an art as a science 
architecture must ultimately be degraded if 
practiced as an interlude between selling 
crockery by auction and valuing the contents 
of a beerhouse, or in the intervals between 
rspairing a waterap and whitewashing a 
ceiling, or by persons who had no fineness 
of perception or feeling, who were utterly 
incapable of appreciating the evil results of 
their actions, caring only for the material 
gain they might thus be able to secure. 

All who sincerely desired progress in archi- 
tecture must profoundly regret the present 
conditions. They were told that the evidence 
taken before a special committee of the Royal 
Institute of British Architects some three 
years ago brought conviction to the minds of 
even the strongest opponents of the measure, 
and, as all were agreed as to the evils, why 
could not they agree upon a remedy? He 
ventured to assert that a very large majority 
of the practising architects throughout the 
British Empire were agreed that the prin- 
ciples of compulsory examination and regis - 
tration as embodied in the Bill was the only 
practical remedy. Then why could not a 
Bill on these lines be presented to Parliament, 
backed by the unanimous support of the 
profession ? 

The Bill was prepared in response to a 
memorial signed by some 1,300 architects 
twenty-two years ago, and since that time 
hundreds of others had signified their ap- 
proval of the scheme as the result to a great 
extent of an education campaign initiated 
by the Society. Individual members, at 


* various times and at their own cost, had 


visited distant provincial centres for the 
purpose of explaining the scope of the Bill, 
and by discussion to make its provisions more 
generally known; this arduous work was 
performed unselfishly and without hope of 
reward, for while the Bill might in the future 
prove of advantage to the present junior 
members of the profession, as it certainly 
would be to a future ration, the middle- 
aged practitioner could not hope during his 
lifetime to reap any tangible advantage 
whatever from it. 

The Bill as drafted was not calculated to 
improve the position of the Society; as a 
matter of fact, it would not disturb the 
equilibrium of any of the recognised organisa- 
tions—each would be left to go its own way 
and work out its own destiny. The pro- 
vision made in the Bill for compulsory 
examination was but carrying to a logical 
conclusion the principle adopted by . the 
Royal Institute, for it could not be con-

esigns; but the habits of observation, 
thought, study, and hard work which would 
necessarily be encouraged and develo 
during his probation would the better 
sacs im for the serious nature of his life’s 
usiness, and the knowledge so gained would 
not retard, but would greatly assist him in 
other directions, for, given true artistic 
sense, the eye to see, and the soul to appre- 
ciate the beautiful in all things, the 
opportunity of performing true and noble 
work, his arduous climb to the highest 
innacle of succeas would be rendered easier 
> the fact that in his youthful days he was 
compelled to acquire some technical know- 
ledge of the materials in which he had to 
work and also of the science of construction. 
The evils of our present system, or want of 
system, educationally and otherwise, were 
generally admitted, and all men of standing 
desired their amendment. The natural aim 
of all was to institute and develop a syatem 
under which the practice of architecture 
should be confined to those who were duly 
qualified, both in the interests of the public 
and of the profession. Compulsory exami- 
nation and tration would in the course of 
a generation bring about such a consumma- 
tion, without friction and without injustice, 
whereas the Society's object is impossible of 
attainment by any volun scheme. 
The Registration Committee had at all times 
been very willing to receive and, if possible, 
adopt suggestions for amendments to the Bill 
from those qualified to offer them, and various

The amount of water 
removed Nou cements kept over sulphuric 
acid in vacuo is greater than that expelled 
by heating at 100° C. or frequently even at 
gi2° C. 


If a current of dry carbon dioxide be passed 
over dry cement no change is observed, but 
if the cement has been powdered and treated 
with water previously it loses water and 
absorbs carbon dioxide. Air saturated with 
water vapour but free from carbon dioxide

LEEDS AND YORKSHIRE 
ARCHITECTURAL SOCIETY. 


At the opening meeting of the session, on 
the 12th inst., the President of the Leeds 
and Yorkshire Architectural ty (Mr. P. 
Robinson) delivered his i of 
which we print the latter portion, as follows : 

“The question of tectural education 
has been very much to the front of late years, 
and in this direction a step has been taken for 
which we may claim some share of credit-in 
the formation of the Leeds School of Archi- 
tecture. The courses have been arranged 
on the lines laid down by the Board of 
Education of the Royal Institute of British 
Architects, with a view to preparing students 
for the Institute examinations giving a 
tho. training in sound architectural 
The c are so arranged that 
a st t may attend the full course, that 
is, on every working day of the week, while 
if he is already in an office, then the sandwich 
or half time course is open to him. Evening 
classes are also held during the week for the 
benefit of those who cannot arrange for the 
afternoon lectures. . . . 

But whilst devoting our energies to the 
education of the rising generation of archi- 
tects we should not lose sight of the greater 
problem, the education of the general public 
t> a better appreciation of art. You may 
educate the architect and fit him to do good 
work, but, no matter how fine his performance 
may be, it is more or less of a failure if it is 
not appreciated by the public. As a nation 
we lack that collective appreciation of art 
which is so conspicuous on the Continent, 
where in the display of their buildings, the 
provision of open squares and noble thorough- 
fares, and the general beautifying of their 
cities, there is_a laudable rivalry between 
neighbouring communities. In England we 
have local patriotism and enthusiasm dis- 
played in sport, agriculture,’ and other 
pursuits ; but as for anything in the nature 
of civic wsthetics the attitude is generally 
one of apathy, or of accepting whatever is 
given without inquiry providing only it is 
the usual and conventional. The man in the 
street does not realise the true relation of 
art to life, he looks upon art as a luxury-— 
a thing to be taken up and put down again, 
0: to be’ donned occasionally like a holiday 
suit. He may be stirred to admiration of a 
fine building, ‘but it is usually the more 
superficial or obvious’ qualities in it which 
appeal to him—such as grandeur of scale, 
complexity and profusion of ornament and 
extravagant display. The finer qualities 
which are apparent to the cultured eye are 
lost to him. How much of the enthusiasm 
is genuine with the people who flock to Rome, 
Florence, and Venice to see the masterpieces 
of .the Renaissance period? How much 
more real pleasure. would “be theirs did they 
possess an intelligent reciation of the 
essential principles underlying the art they 
profess to admire. 

The apathy rs England as a nation was

In response to the 
advertisement issued, thirty-five applications 
were received, but in four cases the applicants 
did not possess the certificate of competency 
or an equivalent as required by sect. 140 of the 
London Building Act, 1894; in two cases the 
applicants, not being already District Sur- 
veyors, were disqualified by age; while one 
application was received too late for considera- 
tion. The remaining twenty-eight candidates 
were all seen by a su mittee, and their 
qualifications were carefully considered; at the 
same time, the cases of other District Sur- 
véyors, not being applicants, whose districts 
had considerably diminished in value since 
their appointment were also considered. On 
December 11, 1906. the Council decided that 
the district of Fulham, South, when vacant, 
should be added to the district of Fulham, 
North, and that the district thus formed should 
be designated ‘Fulham.’ The gross value of 
the district of Fulham, South, in 1907 was only 
310/., and Mr. J. A. G. Knight, the present 
District Surveyor, has expressed his willingness 
to resign that district if appointed to a better 
one, If our recommendation with regard to 
Mr. Knight be adopted, the above-mentioned 
decision of the Council will take effect.

the returns for those years was 53,499 ; 
51,566, and 50,937 respectively. The totals for 
the years 1906 and 1907 comparable with these 
figures are 43,428 and 32, Two common 
lodging-houses containing forty-nine beds have 
been demolished during the year. The figures 
show a considerable diminution in the rate at 
which working-class accommodation is increas- 
ing, the net addition for 1907, both in the 
county of London and in the extra-London dis- 
tricts, being less than in any year since 1902, 
when this record was first obtained. In the 
county of London the net addition to the 
number of working-class rooms amounted to 
only 8,806 in 1907, as compared with 21,475 in 
1903. In London north of the Thames only 
eighty rooms were added during 1907. for while 
a considerable amount of accommodation was 
provided in Fulham and Hammersmith, this 
was almost counterbalanced by demolitions in 
St. Pancras and Holborn. South of the river 
there has been considerable building in the 
‘outlying districts of Wandsworth, Lewisham, 
and Woolwich. No dwellings for. the working 
classes were provided during the year in the 
City of London or in the metropolitan 
boroughs of Chelsea, Hampstead, Holborn, and 
Stoke Newington. Of the 47,116 rooms pro- 
vided during the year, 2,236 have been: pro- 
vided by ‘the Council and 238 by other local 
authorities. In addition the Council has pro- 
vided eighteen cubicles attached to certain 
tenements. 

The extent to which the new accommodation 
for the working classes has sufficed to meet the 
increase in the working-class population is a 
matter which cannot be ascertained with any 
great degree of accuracy. The number of 
persons which the new houses will accommodate 
may be estimated on the basis of an average of 
one and a half persons per room in London 
and an average of one and a quarter persons 
per room in the extra-London area. If this 
basis be adopted, it may be stated that in the 
whole area accommodation for 52,192 persons 
has been added in the course of the year. The 
increase in population during the year, g 
the Registrar-General’s estimate for the county 
of London, and estimating the increase in the 
extra-London districts on the basis of the 
census figures for the period 1891-1901, would 
amount to 105,467. On the assumption that 
the increase in the working-class population 
amounted to two-thirds of the total, such 
increase would be 70,311 persons, as compared 
with 52,192 persons, for whom housing accom- 
modation was provided, as estimated above. 
In the five preceding years there was a con- 
siderable excess.in the accommodation pro- 
vided, as compared with the estimated increase 
in the working-class population.

This, he said, had been overcome, 
and work could now be turned out with great 
fidelity to architects’ designs, Terra-cotta 
could be manufactured quickly and in large 
quantities. A further advantage was that 
it was unaffected by the atmosphere, and 
could be obtained in a great variety of 
colours. Akin to terra-cotta is faience, a 
highly-glazed material used for the decoration 
of buildings, principally in interiors, although 
in some cases it used for exterior 
work. After describing its manufacture, the 
lecturer passed to the last section of his 
subject, that of pottery. Reference was 
made to the antiquity of the art, and the 
fact that the well-known “ potter’s wheel ” 
is still in evidence to-day. The description 
of the various processes in the making of 
pottery from the rough clay to the finished 
article brought the lecture te an end, The 
lecture was illustrated by lantern slides and 
also by specimens of various material 
described.

ABERDEEN ARCHITECTURAL ASSOCTATION, 
—A meeting of the Aberdeen Architectural 
Association was held in the Northern Arts 
(‘ub on the 7th inst., when Mr, G. M. Fraser, 
Librarian Aberdeen Public Library, delivered 
a lecture entitled “ Archibald Simpson and 
the Making of Aberdeen.” Mr. James B, 
Nicol, President of the Association, was in 
the chair. Mr. Fraser dealt at the outset 
with the early life and education of Archibald 
Simpson, and gave an account of the many 
difficulties Simpson had to encounter in the 
early days of his architectural career, By 
visiting London and the Continent, Simpson 
was able to refine and extend his knowledge. 
On his return to his native city in 1813 or 1814, 
he took up residence in his old home. in the 
Guestrow, where he set up as an architect, 
and where he had his business office for half 
a dozen years. This place was amply 
sufficient for his needs, for during the first 
three or four years he seemed to have got 
practically nothing to do. Gradually Simp- 
son came to be recognised, and it was he who 
ultimately raised the examples in public and 
private buildings in Aberdeen that led to so 
complete a transformation in the appearance 
of the city. It had to be said that although 
John Smith, who was City Architect for 
nearly ten years before Simpson got his 
chance, raised many buildings in the city of 
high architectural quality, and showed 
“ngineering capacity far what Simp- 
‘on ever possessed, yet in his most ambitious 
designs be seemed almost afraid of his own 
povements, and lacked the spontaneity and 
freedom which were characteristic of most of 
Simpson's work. Simpson’s first . com- 
mission of a public character was the design- 
ing of St. Andrew’s Church in King-street. 
He was not quite finished with St. Andrew's 
vhen, in 1818, he received a commission for 


the Medico Chirurgi -street. 
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were all by outside architects, not at all 
concerned in the use of granite except on a 
particular incidental occasion, ‘The ae 
gave a description of the facade and front 
part of the present music hall in Union- 
street, which was designed by Simpson. This 
piece of work raised Simpson enormously in 
public favour, and the people began to take 
an interest in the architectural development 
of the city. Simpson had just completed the 
work in connexion with the music hall when 
he was appointed architect for the new lunatic 
asylum at Clerkseat. He took a prominent 
part in the laying-out of Bon-Accord-square 
and Bon-Accord-crescent. Mr. Fraser then 
referred to the architect's work in connexion 
with the reconstruction of the Spey Bridge at 
Fochabers, which had been destroyed in the 
great Moray floods. in 1829. Simpson re- 
garded the Royal Infirmary as his finest

Tue Centrat Socrery oF ARCHITECTURE, 
Betorum.—The Section for Art and Archeo- 
logy of the Society reports as follows :—At 
the eighth Architectural Congress held in 
Vienna the first question discussed was, 
“The State Regulation of the Culture of 
Art.” It will be remembered that the first 
part of the final resolution submitted to 
the Congress read :—‘‘ Governments are 
earnestly begged to appoint Boards of Fine 
Arts, or at least sections, which shall look 
after the interests of art.” This idea has 
just been carried out in Belgium by the 
recent creation of a Board of Science and 
Art, whose President is Baron Descamps- 
David. The following ministerial declaration 
read before Parliament indicates the object 
and the programme of the new office :—

lums ; reorganisation of the biennial exhi- 
bitions and their imereased frequency ; 
honourable recognition for modern decorative 
art and the assurance of a position for the 
minor arts equal to that held by fine arts ; 
opening up relations between these and 
professional instraction ; protection of sites, 
and the application of healthy principles of 
public art to the monuments and e#sthetic 
features of towns. The institution of a legal 
diploma for architects should further be urged 
as directly concerning the honour and 
existence of the profession. - The second part 
of the resolution, referring to the appoint- 
ment of eminent artists, and especially of 
architects, to this Board, has not been 
applied in Belgium. The third part of the 
resolution, viz., “ These Boards or sections 
shall undertake to develop and protect 
applied art in all its branches,” will find its ful- 
filment in the actual workings of the Board, 
which is actuated by the finest intentions of 
protecting and developing art in all its 
manifestations. The future alone can tell 
whether this new Institution will answer the 
aspirations and hopes of our artists in 
genetal and architects in particular.

THE ROYAL SANITARY INSTITUTE.

RLECTRIC LIGHTING OF INVERARAY CASILE. 


_ The power for electric supply to the castle 
is obtained from one of the mountain streams 
whose courses furrow the neighbouring hills. 
A water reservoir is provided by a dam thrown 
across the glen at a point where the converg- 
ing sides form a natural basin. Cast-iron 
piping conveys the water to the power-house, 
situated in a lower og of the glen, about or» 
and a quarter mi from the castle. The 
ganerating plant consists of a turbine of the 
Vortex type, and a shunt-wound dynamo driven 
by belt from the turbine. The electric cables 
are carried overhead on poles to within about 
quarter of a mile from the castle, and are laid 
underground for the remainder of the distance. 
The electric lighting of the castle is for the 
greater part operated directly from the 
dynamo, but a storage battery is also provided 
which makes the electric light available at any 
hour independently of the turbine and dynamo. 
The battery is situated in the fosse at the 
castle, and the electric cables which convey 
supply directly to the electric lamps in the 
evening carry during daytime current for 
charging the battery. The work has been 
carried out by Messrs. Mavor & Coulson, of 
Glasgow. 


GOSFORTH MAIN DRAINAGE. 


The Local Government Board have approved 
of the scheme of sewerage and main drainige 
at an estimated cost of 18,000/., prepared by 
the engineer, Mr. Harry W. Taylor (of the firm 
of Taylor, Wallin, & Taylor), of Newcastle-on- 
Tyne.

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NEW PROCESS OF RENOVATING STONE MASONRY. 

On Monday afternoon Dr. Fordham (U.8.A.), 
representing the Federal Stone Renovation 
Mompany, demonstrated at 258, Gray's Inn 
road the cleansing of stone surfaces by means 
of a liquid whose composition is a trade secret. 
Four or five specimens, including granite, 
limestone, and marble, were treated in a most 
satisfactory manner, the outer skin of dirt and 
other foreign matter being expeditiously a 
completely removed. One of the most striking 
demonstrations was the renovatian of a granite 
block having a human face carved on one side, 
and another of equal interest was the cleaning 
of a timeworn marble tablet. The denuded 
surface of the stone does not appear to be 
eroded in any way by the action of the liquid, 
which we were informed has the effect of 
protecting the material from atmospheric 
action. 

WIDENING OF FLEERT-STREET. 

At a meeting of the Court of Common 
Counci] held at the Guildhall on Thursday last 
week, the Lord Mayor presiding, a report was 
brought up by the Improvements and Finance 
Committee on the subject of the completion of 
the. widening of Fleet-street by setting back 
certain premises, subject to the London County 
Council agreeing to contribute one-half of the 
ecet. The Committee stated that the improve- 
ment had been begun in 1858, when three 
houses on the north side were set back. In 
1879 ten other houses were dealt with. The 
Corporation decided in 1896 that the thorough- 
fare should throughout its length be 60 ft. wide 
and between that year and 1908 a number 
houses on the south side were set back. The 
narrowest part of the street's roadway at pre- 
sent was 48 ft. The Committee expressed the 
opinion that the small portions of Middle 
Temple-lane, Clifford's Inn-passage, Falcon 
court, and Shoe-lane could wait until favour- 
able opportanities occurred, ag setting back 
these properties would only benefit the foot- 
way; but with these exceptions the work should 
be carried out forthwith. The consideration of 
the matter was adjourned in order that the 
report might be printed and circulated.

NEW PROCESS OF RENOVATING STONE MASONRY. 

On Monday afternoon Dr. Fordham (U.8.A.), 
representing the Federal Stone Renovation 
Company, demonstrated at 258, Gray's Inn 
road the cleansing of stone surfaces by means 
of a liquid whose composition is a trade secret. 
Four or five specimens, including granite, 
limestone, and marble, were treated in a most 
satisfactory manner, the outer skin of dirt and 
other foreign matter being expeditiously a 
completely removed. One of the most striking 
demonstrations was the renovation of a granite 
block having a human face carved on one side, 
and another of equa! interest was the a 
of a timeworn marble tablet. The denu 
surface of the stone does not appear to be 
eroded in any way by the action of the liquid, 
which we were informed has the effect of 
protecting the material from atmospheric 
action, 

WIDENING OF FLEERT-STREET. 

At a meeting of the Court of Common 
Counci] held at the Guildhall on Thursday last 
week, the Lord Mayor presiding, a report was 
brought up by the Improvements and Finance 
Committee on the subject of the completion of 
the widening of Fleet-street by setting back 
certain premises, subject to the London County 
Counci] agreeing to contribute one-half of the 
cost. The Committee stated that the improve- 
meut had been begun in 1858, when three 
houses on the north side were set back. In 
1879 ten other houses were dealt with. The 
Corporation decided in 1896 that the thorough- 
fare should throughout its length be 60 ft. wide 
and between that year and 1908 a number 
houses on the south side were set back. The 
narrowest part of the street’s roadway at pre- 
sent was 48 ft. The Committee expressed the 
opinion that the small portions of Middle 
Temple-lane, Clifford's Inn-passage, Falcon 
court, and Shoelane could wait until favour- 
able opportunities occurred, ag setting back 
these properties would only benefit the foot- 
way; but with these exceptions the work should 
be carried out forthwith. The consideration of 
the matter was adjourned in order that the 
report might be printed and circulated.
